THE ADDRESS 


It was about 11 :l,l when the parade

Theo. Doty was chairman 


of the meeting, and after a selection by 
;he baud, introduced Hon. Jas. W. 
Newman, the orator of the day. 
Mr. 


Newman was at his best and delivered 
iu excellent stylo one of the finest ad- 
dresses over heard iu Portsmouth. He 
held the big crowd from beginning to 
md, and his twenty-minute address 
was frequently interrupted with ap- 
plause. He spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Fellow Citizens : 


At this hour, all over this broad 


laud, the people have assembled to cel- 
brate the day that gave birth to free- 
dom. Ouo hundred and twenty years 
ago tlie torch of liberty was lighted on 
these shores, and it has burned and 
brightened until its rays have reached 
tlie uttermost parts of the globe. 
It 


has been a beacon, guiding tho way to 
tho emancipation oi mankind and the 
regeneration of the world. 


Search the pages of history, read tho 


annals of all the civilized nations of 
the earth, and you will find no day so 
pregnant with tho future—no day so 
distinctively a nation's own; no clay to 
which so much homage is due, as that 
which Americans everywhere are now 
commemorating. It is the day upon 
which liberty that enlightens the world 
was born—a day upon which was con- 
ceived tho grandest republic that evci 
vouchsafed free government to man. 
We ought not to indulge in these de- 
monstrations merely for the purpose ol 
arousing vanity or unseemly arrogance 
but rather to recall, with filial affection, 
the names and tho fame of those whc 
dowered us with freedom, 
and thus 


stimulate our love for free institutions. 


"Tho Declaration of Independence!" 


What glorious memories cluster aronnc" 
it. 
The names of Jefferson, Franklin, 


Adams, Livingston and Hancock arise 
before us. 
At tho time it was pro 


claimed, all the nations of the earth 
woro governed iu tyranny, and tho 
cruel hand of despotism smote down 
every aspiration for freedom and self' 
government. 
History 
had 
taughi 


through ages "the divine right o: 
kings" to rule; and the people of Eu 
rope lay iu dormant subjection to the 
sway of maddened kings and dissolnti 
monarchs. 


But this laud was designed by the 


Supreme Ruler of the universe to b 
the homo of freedom. 
Here was to 
b> 


erected a temple of liberty, at whose 
altars the sons of men might worship— 
this temple which was to embrace 
continent, whoso mountains were to 
its enduring walls, whose valleys wore 
to be like unto cathedral aisles, auc 
whoso portals were the oceans. 


The Fourth of July 1776 gave to the 


world that immortal declaration whicl 
3Tou will hear read. It electrified the 
colonists; its sublime words, its hcroi 
resolves, its noble and unselfish offer 
ings to freedom, inspired the peopt 
with that courage which led them 
through the seven years' conflict tc 
victory 
and to independence. 
Th 


words of that document,—iu whicl 
each pledged to the other his life, hi. 
fortune and his sacred honor—come, 
down to us from the pen of Thoma. 
Jefferson, the great apostle of freedom 
ringing through the century, teaching 
us, as it taught our fathers, the righ 
of self-government. 
And when, in th 


centuries to come, America shall read 
the fullness of her greatness and power 
and shall have taught the world tha 
the best government is that in whicl 
man governs himself, then thrones, 
now clothed with imperial powers, will 
have fallen—dynasties will perish, the 
spirit of American ideas will fill the 
earth, and scepters and crowns will be 
but the relics of long-forgotteu tyranny, 
the emblems of despotism that has 
passed away.

ended in anarchy, or in conquered 
provinces, had not the wisdom of our 
fathers framed a constitution which

That constitution has 


carried us through all the dangers of 
the past—it is tho sheet-anchor of our 
safety, the refuge iu every storm. . 


It is officially related that when the 


last members of the constitutional oou- 
veutioii were signing their names to the 
constitution, Benjamin Franklin, look- 


i iug towards the President's chair, back 


j of which a rising sun had bceu painted, 
observed that painters bad fouud it 
difficult in thc-ir art to distinguish a 
rising from a setting sun. "I have," 
said he, "often and often in the course 
of the session, and iu the vicissitudes 
of my hopes aud fears as to its issues, 
ooked at that behind the President 
vithout being 
ablo 
to 
determine 


vhether it was rising or setting; but 


I have the happiness to know it is 


v rising, and not a setting sun." 
It 


vas indeed a morning sun, aud, repre- 
senting our country's destiny, it has 
not yet reached its zenith. 


The progress of our country, under 


hat constitution, has been magical, 
its growth iu territory, iu population, 
m wealth, iu science, in art, in the ad- 
vancement of civilization, stands witu- 
out a parallel. Its territory reached 
.ittle beyond the Atlantic seaboard at 
he time of Washington's inauguration. 
iSTbt an acre of all that rich laud be- 
yond the Mississippi was ours, but the 
icquisitioii of the vast territory of 
Louisiana, reaching from tho Mississ- 
ippi to the Pacific ocean, the annexa- 
tion of Texas aud the addition of Cali- 
fornia and New Mexico in 1850 has 
given us this splendid empire which 
spans the continent aud gathers the 
two oceans to its bosom. 


In population wo have grown from 


less than .'5,000,000 of people to nearly 
70,000,000—as sturdy a nice of men as 
ever kuelt to their Ore" tor. 
Tho in- 


crease of our wealth lias been fabulous. 
Splendid cities have sprung up, whero 
but a few years ago unbroken forests 
stood, and cultured farms aud busy 
workshops toll of thrift aud plcuty. 


Religion, and science, and art have 


gone hand in hand, building tip tho 
grandest civilization tho world has ever 
known. 
The spires of our churches are 


seen ou every side, aud our school 
houses dot every hill and nestle in every 
valley. 


But more reassuring thau'all this for 


tho future of our country—its progress, 
its improvement, tho stability of its 
government, and the betterment of its 
institutions, is its American homes- 
homos whero virtue and content sit by 
the fireside, and honor and fidelity aud 
love keep watch and ward. It is there 
at tho mother's knee that lessons of 
right and duty are taught; Ut is there 
that patriotism is kindled into a fervor 
that, when the nation calls, brings 
soldiers to our 
battlefields, 
heroes 


around our banners aud martyrs, 
if 


need be, to our country's cause. 


It lias been said by an eminent Eng- 


lish writer that " the chief glory of a 
nation is its virtuous great men. " That 
may bo true in other lauds whero the 
nobility rale and tho governing power 
is hereditary. But in a laud like ours, 
vhero the citizen is sovereign—uot 
uly tho 
"chief 
glory" 
but 
the 


trength, the hope, the very life of tho 
ation, rest upon the broad shoulders 
f a splendid people— people who are 
utelligent aud liberty-loving, and up- 
n whose virtue and patriotism stand 
he very pillars ot the republic. We 
ear no danger from without—no for- 
ign power can conquer us. 
Whatever 


.auger may mouaco is from, within—• 
rom bad government, from unjust 
aws, from unequal taxation, from dis- 
riminatioii in favor of, or against, 
lasses. 
These may engender such a 


pirit of discontent as would lead to 
marchy. Let us pray that the wisdom 
f our fathers may continue to guide 
he destinies of this great people. 


Glance over the map of the world 


ind study tho changes in government 
hat have occurred since our fathers 
hrew off their allegiance to the Brit- 
sh crown, and you will realize the 
vidc-spread and elevating influence 
our example as a nation has had upon 
,ho progress of solf-govenimeufc. 
We 


jlazed tho way to freedom for man- 
kind ; and especially is this true with 
reference to the western hemisphere, 


very foot of laud upon these two con- 


tinents was owned by and subject to 
;he powers of the old world. They were 
the subservient colonies of kings. 
But 


animated by our hopes, and taught by 
our example, these peoples of Central 
and South America have aspired to and 
struggled for liberty, and grown into 
ndepondcnt states and republics, until 
there is but little soil upon these west- 
rn shores where popular government 
has not been established. The inhabi- 
tants of the South American states 
were not, unhappily, as well prepared 
for 
self-government 
as 
wore 
our 


fathers; they had not imbibed the spirit 
of magna charta. Uprisings and revo- 
lutions have marked' the history of 
those states, but they will yet emerge 
from all these strifes with stable gov- 
ernments, and become a strength and 
ornament to the happy sisterhood of re- 
publics. 
Well may this pioneer repub- 


lic stretch forth the hand of welcome 
and of succor to these newer born com- 
monwealths and encourage them in 
their efforts to secure more perfect gov- 
ernments and a higher national life. 
This giant republic—the first-born of 
the new world—from its very position 
and power, is the natural guardian of 
liberty upon these western shores; the 
protector of feeble republics that lie 
south of us. 
As the champion of free- 


dom, well may we assert and maintain 
the doctrine that was ennunciated over 
seventy years ago by President Monroe, 
when he served notice upon the gov- 
ernments of the old world that any at- 
tempt upon tho part of European powers 
to extend their control over any terri- 


tory not already owned by them would 
bo looked upon as an unfriendly 
ucfc 


toward tho United Status. That doc- 
trine, recent events show, will bo re- 
ligiously enforced, and tho sceptre of 
lio king or potentate will ever hold 
sway over one foot of addititoual soil 
in either of the two Americas. 
This 


western world that slept for centuries 
iu tho darkness that despotism and in- 
tollerimco begot, was peopled at the 
duwu ot chat era when the human mind 
was longing for emancipation from 
thralldom. 
Hence it has been carved 


into republics and dedicated to freedom, 
and so it will remain through the ages. 


Upon such an occasion as this, with 


tho memories of this day clustering 
around us, with .tho example of our 
fore-fathers' struggle for liberty ani- 
mating our hearts, as tho friends of 
self-government, well may wo turn our 
eyes in sympathy and iu tears, to that- 
beautiful island lying near our shores 
that- is being scourged by the blighting 
hand of war. It is now a pitiful scene 
of desolation. 
Here we behold a peo- 


ple battling for freedom, for the right 
to 
govern 
themselves, 
contending 


against a government more cruel and 
uajust than that against which our 
fathers rebelled in 
1776. 
They are 


bravely fighting to throw off a des- 
potism that is intolerable, taxation 
that cannot be borne, cruelties that 
cannot be forgiven. 
God grant that 


victory may attend their arms, that the 
brave people who are struggling for 
freedom may achieve their independ- 
ence, and that the 24th of February 
may become as sacred to them as this 
day is to us. 
We shall joyfully hail 


the day when the desolating aud bloody 
strife shall close iu the triumph of lib- 
erty. 
They need our helping hand— 


they deserve our sympathy, and the 
prayers of every frco man should be 
that Cuba may be free. 


In the blue field of our country's flag 


forty-five stars are em blazoned—OUR 
was added today. 
Forty-five sovereign 


states proclaim the growth and strength 
of the republic, which but a little more 
than a century ago—with but thirteen 
colonies, began its career of greatness 
aud glory. 
It is the beautiful ensign 


of the republic; the emblem of national 
liberty. 
In evci3T conflict at arms this 


nation, under that flag, has emerged 
victorious. 
It was bom amid tho fires 


of the revolution; It was borne trium- 
phant ou land and sea in 1812. It was 
carried in triumph in 18-17 to the halls 
of the Moutezumas and under its folds 
the 
patriots 
of 1801 marched forth 


against a mighty rebellion ; and with a 
courage that was invincible they con- 
quered peace, they restored tho union 
of the states, maintained tho integrity 
of our territory, and gloriously upheld 
the honor of that flag: and there is no 
one iu all the land who is uot ready up- 
on this day, with tho very air brightened 
with its starry folds, 
to assort and 


maintain that it is the handsomest bau- 
iier that rides on tho breeze.
